The gun was a double-barreled shot-gun. 


Osborne thought Merriman was intoxicated. 
He made no excuse. He had threatened to 
kill the old woman before, and had previous- 
ly said that he intended to kill Oaborne if it 
took h«n fifty years. The family, Osborne 
said, had always been kind to Merriman, 
who used to act.badly, but had conducted 
himself i better of late years. 


Miss Carrie Merriman, the" murderer's 


daughter, was the! only witness to the killing 
except Osborne. She said, when called upon 
to testify, that her evidence would be tha 
same aS that of her grandfather. 


The jury then retired and retained a ver- 


dict "that sha came to her death from a gun- 
shot wound in the groin, the gun being in 
the hands of Thomas Merriman, and that it 
was dorie without cause or provocation." 


The body has been removed into the 


bouse, and the jurors, or most of them, re- 
turned to the city. 


Deputy Sheriffs John L. Price, Jr., and W. 


H. Blackman, learning that Merriman had 
gone in tbe direction of his home, in the rear 
of Heffejrnan's in the Thirteenth district, fol- 
lowed up in that direction as early as possi- 
ble, but could not overtake him. Sheriff Price 
and Deputy Blackman kept on, however, to 
Cockrill's Bend. They went to the house of J. 
Cockrill, nine miles from the city, and were 
informed where Dick Copeland, Merriman's 
Bon-in«law, lived. In company with Mr. 
CockriUi they went there about 7 o'clock 
last night, and found Merriman seated be- 
side the fire-place. They arrested him with- 
out resistance, brought him to the city, and 
placed [him in jail, arriving at the latte^ 
place at 10 o'clock. Copeland stated that 
Merriman came there between 4 and 5 
o'clock, and his supper was being cooked 
when the officers arrived. Tbe prisoner

her husband had beaten her up in the fore- 
noon, and would have ki led her had it 
been for her grown son, who came to 
relief, and by main force took his father 
from the house.

A Singular Bird Fact. 


It has for B long time peen aii enigma 


to the ornithologists hjw [certain species 
of small singing-birds, which spend the 
winter in Egypt or Algeria, and the sum- 
mer in Southern or Weste n Europe, ever 
succeeded in crossing the Mediteiranean, 
as many of them are not able to fly one- 
quarter !ef a mile withoul resting.
